Mexico City, Nov. 21.—His 
face 
showing none of the whimsical hu mor 
which sometimes characterizes 
him 
President Hu erta appeared b efore the 
new Mexican congress and read his 
message. 
It was nothing more than a terse 
explanation of his motives for dis­ 
solving the old congress, most of the 
memb ers of which are now in the 
penitentiary accu sed of sedition. 
The seriate and chamb er of depu ­ 
ties met in joint session and congress 
was 
formally 
declared 
convened. 
President ilu erta came to the con­ 
gress throu gh lines of troops and the 
small crowds which gathered were 
not demonstrative. 
The message General Hu erta b ore 
to them was in its essence an ad­ 
monition. 
The incident he related to 
them of the 
dissolu tion 
of 
the 
previou s congress was one b y which 1 
it was intimated it might b e a gu ide 
in their condu ct as congressmen. 
The reply of the speaker, Edu ardo 
Tamariz, was b rief. 
Not all the con­ 
gressmen 
were 
present. 
Twenty- 
seven of them pu t in an appearance 
and most of these were memb ers of 
the Catholic party, to which Tamariz 
b elongs. 


Huerta Receives Applause. 
The president was applau ded only 
u pon his arrival and departu re, when 
the memb ers of congress 
and 
the 
spectators arose to their 
feet 
and 
added “vivas” to the handclapping. 
One you ng depu ty, more enthu siastic 
than the rest, called for a cheer "for 
the man who is maintaining the na­ 
tional dignity. 
The only cou ntry not represented 
was the 
United 
States. 
Nelson 
O’Shau ghnessy, the charge d’affaires, 
acting u nder instru ctions, was ab sent 
from the session. 
The charges of Cu b a and 
Brazil 
were reminded b y Mr. O’Shau ghnessy 
that their governments had not rec­ 
ognized that of Hu erta and su ggested 
that they remain away. 
A technical violation of the law 
created comment. 
General Hu erta's 
staff filed in wearing side arms. 
It 
is specifically provided that no arm­ 
ed soldier shall ever appear on the 
floor of the hou se and cu stom has or­ 
dained that officers appearing in u ni­ 
form mu st do so with empty scab ­ 
b ards. 
Ou tside the b u ilding, throu ghou t, a 
strong force of soldiers gu arded all 
the 
approaches, 
patrols 
rode 
the 
streets for several b locks arou nd and 
other troops were stationed fu rther 
ou t.

8t Pau l’s New Union Depot Will Oo- 
cu py Present Site. 
Chicago, Nov. 21.—St. Pau l's new 
Unio n depot will b e b u ilt on the pres­ 
ent site and will extend from Third 
street 300 feet ou t into the river. The 
channel of the river will have to b e 
carried to the West Side flats. 
The fate of the depot definitely was 
decided when the execu tives of the 
nine roads involved met in the offices 
of the Ch'cago, Hock island and Pa­ 
cific railroad. 
The Great Northern railroad agreed 
to sell its property on Third street to 
the Union Depot company and the St. 
Pau l road agreed to give u p its prop­ 
erty rights for some of the new land 
which will b e made b y changing the 
riv er.

Chicago, Nov. 21.—An attempt b y 
the American 
Telephone and Tele­ 
graph company to ab sorb independ­ 
ent companies with an appraised val­ 
u e of $500,000,000 was mgde a year 
and a half ago, according to B, G. 
Hu b b ell, 
president of the 
Federal 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
of Bu ffalo, who testified for the gov­ 
ernment in Us prosecu tion 
of 
the 
American company on charges of vio­ 
lation of the Sherman anti-tru st law. 
Mr. Hu b b ell asserted that Theodore 
N. Vail, president of the 
Western 
Union Telegraph company and a di­ 
rector of the American company, anil 
H. P. Davison, a memb er of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., tried to engineer the 
deal. 
Mr. Hu b b ell said that Mr. Vail ap­ 
peared at a meeting of owners of thir­ 
ty of the larger independent telephone 
companies in Chicago ab ou t eighteen 
months 
ago 
and 
su ggested 
there 
might b e a division of territory b y 
the American and independent com­ 
panies. 
The plan was intended to 
stop profit cu tting competition, the 
witness said. 
“It happened that I was one of the 
independent telephone people at this 
meeting,” said Mr. 
Hu b b ell. 
"Mr. 
Vail pointed ou t the advantages of a 
division of the nation into territories 
and the assignment of 
either 
the 
American company of a grou p of the 
independent companies to exclu sive 
control of one or another of those 
companies. 


Conference Committee Named. 
"The u pshot of the talk was the ap­ 
pointment of a committee of seven, of 
which I was one, to confer fu rther 
with Mr. Vail and also with Mr. Davi­ 
son in New York on a possib le method 
of adopting su ch a scheme. 
“Su ch a conference was held In New 
York and arrangements were made to 
appraise the valu e of the 
20,000 inde­ 
pendent companies involved and also 
to divide them into classes. 
The ap­ 
praisal was necessary to make way 
for a readju stment of the stock hold­ 
ings of the independents, which wou ld 
go ou t of b u siness if the plans ma 
tu red.” 
The testimony b rou ght ou t that the 
appraised valu e of the 
20,000 compa­ 
nies comprising the independent tele 
phone companies of America is $400, 
000,000 and that the American compa­ 
nies’ holdings are estimated at $5)00, 
0 0 0,0 0 0. 
"Pending the fu rtherance of su ch 
plans the independents and the Amer­ 
ican company, throu gh Mr. Vail and 
the committee of seven, agreed to a 
tru ce,” Mr. Hu b b ell continu ed. 
"The 
principal provision of this tru ce was 
that the American company, u ntil fu r­ 
ther nolice, shou ld not attempt to ab ­ 
sorb any of the independent compa­ 
nies. 
“In Ju ly, 1912, however, less than 
two months after this tru ce, the Amer­ 
ican company secretly acqu ired the 
Kansas City Long Distance Telephone 
company, 
an 
independent. 
This 
b reach of promise resu lted in a b reak 
in the plans which were u nder way 
and nothing fu rther ever has b een 
done with them.” 
The hearing was b efore Miss Mary 
E. Bell, the only woman special ex­ 
aminer In the cou ntry.

SEGREGATION OF 


RACES DIFFICULT 


Washington,

21.—President 
Wilson b egan a series of conferences 
on phases of the tru st qu estion on 
which he will tou ch in a general way 
in his address to the regu lar session 
of congress next month. 
The president conferred with Sen­ 
ator John Sharpe Williams of Mis­ 
sissippi, au thor of a b ill to exclu de 
b olding companies 
from 
interstate 
commerce, and talked with Represen­ 
tative Stanley of Kentu cky, head of 
the committee which investigated the 
United States Steel 
corporation 
in 
the last congress. 
It Is u nderstood that Mr. Wilson 
will confer with 
other 
Democratic 
leaders who have made an extensive 
stu dy of the tru st qu estion and it Is 
expected that the address will make 
general recommendations, leaving to 
the committees of congress to work 
ou t the specific remedies to b e writ­ 
ten in b ills on which the administra­ 
tion hopes to 
procu re 
a 
common 
agreement among the leaders b efore 
the legislation is lau nched. 
Those who have talked with the 
president on the tru st qu estion say 
he has asked many qu estions con­ 
cerning the inqu iries heretofore con­ 
du cted and apparently is seeking to 
learn to what extent the views 
of 
Democratic leaders agree with those 
he entertained from his own inspec­ 
tion of the prob lem.

Roosevelt and M cKinley Would Have 


Broken Ranks of Democratic States 


Had They Avoided Negro Question. 


All Parcel Post Zones and Rates to 


Be Readjusted— Expected to Please.

21.— [Special.]— 
President Wilson has had his way in 
regard to the tariff and will have his 
way ab ou t the cu rrency, b u t lie will 
have a real split in the Democratic 
party if he b ecomes involved in the 
race segregation issu e and shou ld op­ 
pose the efforts to separate the races. 
That is one issu e u pon which the 
sou therners will u nite and will differ 
with any administration. 
The presi­ 
dent will have to differ with several 
memb ers of his cab inet and will cer­ 
tainly array the sou thern memb ers of 
the senate and hou se against him if he 
shou ld follow the wishes of many per­ 
sons who have u rged him to stop every 
segregation movement. 


Saved Solid South. 
McKinley and Roosevelt were well 
on their way to split the “solid sou th.” 
McKinley, it was said, nearly cau sed 
the disintegration of the Democratic 
party in the sou th b y the distrib u tion 
of patronage. 
Besides the u su al fed­ 
eral offices, he made nu merou s military 
appointments as a resu lt of the Span­ 
ish war and the reorganization of the 
army. 
Bu t he failed b ecau se he gave 
negroes recognition. 
Roosevelt wns 
particu larly popu lar in the sou th and 
was reaching far into that rock rib b ed 
stronghold of Democracy when the 
Booker Washington incident occu rred 
and later he talked ab ou t keeping open 
the “‘door of hope” b y appointing ne­ 
groes to office in tho sou th. 
No one knows ju st how President 
Wilson views this su b ject, b u t lie has 
proceeded so wisely thu s far that his 
friends do not expect him to “monkey 
with the b u zzsaw” of race i>olitlcs. 


Parcel Post Zonas. 
Day after day a commission in the 
postotlice department is w orking on an 
arrangement of the parcel post zones 
and readju sting rates so that inequ ali­ 
ties that exist will b e eliminated. 
"When ou r work is completed.” said 
Postmaster General Bu rleson,r “I b e­ 
lieve that there will b e a general ac­ 
ceptance of the new conditions as re­ 
gards the rates, distances and classifi­ 
cation." No dou b t there will b e an ef­ 
fort to amend and extend the parcel 
post law du ring the coining session. 


Plans For Paaee. 
There are enou gh plans for peace to 
make It effective. 
There is the Win­ 
ston Chu rchill proposition for a naval 
holiday which ou r statesmen have tak­ 
en u p and enthu siastically Indorsed. 
There is the proposition for an alli­ 
ance of fou r or more great nations 
which will say to the rest of the world, 
“8top fighting or wo will lick you to a 
frazzle.” 
And yet with all ou r peacefu l e f f o r t s 
we seem to b e always emb roiling ou r­ 
selves with Mexico. 
What are the 
peace people going to do when these 
smaller nations will not keep the 
pence? 
In spite of The Hngu e tri­ 
b u nals and many peace treaties, the 
Balkans were drenched In b lood, and 
distu rb ances all over the world show 
that people are wont to b ecome angry 
and “scratch each other’s eyes.” 


$25,000,000 Chestnut Damage. 
The agricu ltu ral 
department 
esti­ 
mates that 
$25,000,000 damage has 
b een done to chestnu t trees in Ameri­ 
ca since the b light came to tlds cou n­ 
try. 
This chestnu t disease has b een 
traced to Chinese origin—another rea­ 
son to give heed to the dangers of 
oriental encroachment and the “yellow 
peril." 


H as its Compensations. 
"There are compensations in b eing in 
the minority,” remarked Senator Su th 
erland of Utah. 
“I get throu gh my 
work enrlier every day, and I never 
feel the necessity of straightening ou t 
tangles which arise to Interru pt the 
ru nning gear of the senate. When ou r 
friends on the other side are divided 
u u d dispu ting, we can look on withou t 
mu ch concern.” 


Coming 8uffrago C la sh . 
The su ffragists and anti su ffragists 
are going to clash b efore Bob Henry 
and b is committee on ru les in the 
b ou se early in Decemb er. 
And the 
qu estion Is whether a new committee 
to handle su ffrage qu estions shall he 
provided as in the senate. 
The antis 
claim that no one save those actu ally 
interested will want to serve on the 
committee, which will resu lt in a com­ 
mittee that will b e u ll su ffragists, or 
nearly so, as in the senate. 
The Ju 
dietary committee lias handled su ch 
matters In the home heretofore.

Neither hou se of congress can ad 
Jou rn for more than three days with­ 
ou t the consent of the other. 
Long 
ago the hou se got arou nd that provi­ 
sion b y “Reed's au tomatic adjou rner." 
as It was called Under Reed as speak­ 
er a ru le was adopted b y which the 
b ou se wou ld meet and adjou rn every 
three days withou t more than two men 
b eing present.

R£V. J. À . GILFILLA N DEA D 


Fcr Years He Lab ored Among Minne­ 
sota 
Indians. 
New York, Nov. 21.—Rev. Joseph 
A. Gilfillan for thirty years Episco­ 
pal missionary in charge of the work 
among the Indians of Northern Min­ 
nesota and the archdeacon of the dis­ 
trict, is dead. 
He was seventy-live 
years old and had not b een active in 
missionary work for fifteen years. 
Mr. Gilfillan, with his b rother-in-law 
Wells W. Cooke, now of the b iologi 
cal su rvey department of the govern 
ment, riade extensive explorations in 
Minnesota arou nd the head waters of 
the Mississippi river b etween 1880 
and 185)0 and they were among the 
first to reach Elk lake and describ e 
it as the chief sou rce of the Missis- 
rippi. 
Previou s to their explorations 
Lake Itasca was regarded 
as 
the 
sou rce and Mr. Gilfillan, with Profes­ 
sor Cooke, helped to disprove this 
assu mption. 
They were rewarded for 
their work b y recognition from the 
Royal Geographical society. 


SAYS STEEL TRUST 


ENDED TRADE WAR 


Witness Testifies in Suit to Dis­ 


solve Corporation. 


New York, Nov. 
21.—Before the 
United States Steel corporation was 
formed it 
was "war" in the steel 
trade, according to B. F. .Miles, presi­ 
dent 
of the 
Browning Engineering 
company of Cleveland, who testified 
for the defense in the government’s 
su it to dissolve the corporation. The 
cou ntry at large has b een b enefited 
b y the corporation, which has b een a 
godsend to the small manu factu ring 
consu mer, Mr Miles declared. 
"Has there b een within you r recol­ 
lection, anywhere in this cou ntry, any 
force at any time that has tended to 
promote the steel indu stry to a great­ 
er extent than the United States Steel 
corporation has promoted it?” the wit­ 
ness was asked b y cou nsel for the de­ 
fense. 
"Before its formation there was a 
state of war,” said the witness, "every 
fellow tomahawked the other. 
1 can 
well rememb er some large b atches of 
notes in the nineties b eing offered 
throu gh the b anks in the valleys b y 
the Carnegie company with the u n­ 
derstanding that if they wou ld b e dis­ 
cou nted things wou ld b e made a lot 
easier for some Interests that were al­ 
lied there.” 
“Even the notes of the Carnegie 
company in those days were qu es­ 
tioned, were they not ?" 
"Yes. 
I have heard them qu estion­ 
ed,” said the witness.

Be Removed From Such Ownerships 


Washington, Nov, 21.— Monopolis­ 
tic control of water power in private 
hands was denou nced, with a declare 
tion that no water power rights own­ 
ed b y the pu b lic shou ld ever b e re­ 
moved from pu b lic ownership, b y the 
National 
Conservation 
congress, 
which adjou rned. 
The climax of the 
water 
power 
fight, which had agitated the cxm- 
gress for several days, came after 
the committee on 
resolu tions, 
to 
which had b een referred divergent 
reports from the waterways commit­ 
tee, su b mitted that the su b ject had 
b een taken from its hands b y action 
of the convention in adopting gener­ 
al principles u pon which the water­ 
ways committee agreed. 
No mention 
of the majority or minority report*, 
which differed as to state and federal 
control of water power projects, was 
made in the resolu tions committee’* 
report. 
When the report had b een read 
Gifford Pinchot, former chief forester 
of the United States and father of 
the minority waterways report in the 
congress, moved as an amendment to 
the resolu tions report a declaration 
of principles on waterway 
control, 
similar to the ideas in the minority 
report signed b y himself, former Sec­ 
retary of War Henry L. Stimson and 
Joseph N. Teal of Oregon. 
This amendment was adopted b y * 
vote of 317 to 90 after one offered b y 
Representative Bu rnett of Alab ama, 
which injected Into the resolu tion the 
matter of state control of waterway* 
projects, had b een defeated, 378 to 
132. 
The Pinchot amendment, which 
a p­ 
peared after 
a stormy 
session, set 
forth that monopolistic control of 
wa ­ 
ter power in iyivate hands was swift­ 
ly increasing in the 
United States, 
“far more rapidly than pu b lic control 
thereof,” that increasing "concentra­ 
tion of water power in some hand*" 
was accompanied b y growing control 
over the power consu ming agencies, 
the pu b lic service concerns of the 
cou ntry.

One young deputy, more enthusiastic 
than the rest, called for a cheer "for 
the man who is maintaining the na­ 
tional dignity. 
The only country not represented

Mr. Hubbell said that Mr. Vail ap­

Even royal palaces have their serv­ 
ant 
problems. 
The 
general 
opinion 
seems to be that the servants who at­ 
tend upon kings and queens are of a 
race apart, but such Is not the impres­ 
sion given by a remarkably frank in­ 
terview given in London by a registry 
agent who bas frequently bad dealings 
with Buckingham palace. 
“ W e are beld responsible for the peo­ 
ple we send to the royal household.” 
he said, "and we send no one who bas 
not lived in good houses and has had 
at least two years’ ‘character.’ 
“Only British servants are engaged. 
The men must be between twenty-two 
and twenty-eight years old. and the 
women between eighteen and twenty- 
two. 
"T h e wages are no better, to begin 
with. than In other households, but 
there are better allowances—in liveries 
and in plain clothes. 
There Is the 
chance, too, of promotion to something 
better. 
“A head housemaid might get $250 
a year. end of course there is a pen­ 
sion for every servant who has served 
a certain number of years. 
“Ten years is generally considered 
the minimum time for a pension, but 
when a case of misfortune occurs an 
application is made to the king, who 
approves a special grant. 
“The servants have plenty of work 
to do in the palace, but ample leisure 
and 
very 
good quarters and 
living. 
The maids are required to dress alike— 
In the same colored prints. 
The state 
porters and marshal men are engaged 
directly by the king on warrant. 
“The 
ordinary 
household 
servants 
are resident, with the exception of a 
personal housemaid, who travels with 
the royal family.”—New York Press.

Peculiar 
Conflagration at Sea 
When the freighter Hardy steamed 
out of Le Treport, France, she carried 
besides the mineral water in her hold 
a number of small wooden cases mark­ 
ed “metallic sodium.” 
The channel was rough. The vessel 
rolled and pitched violently. The cap­ 
tain saw that the ship was listing to 
port and. suspecting that the cargo 
was shifting, sent a boatswain below 
to investigate. 
As the boatswain en­ 
tered the hold he saw that several 
cases of mineral water had broken and 
that the water was swishing about in 
the hold. 
Then suddenly he saw one 
of the wooden cases marked “sodium” 
burst into flame. 
Immediately he gave the alarm, and 
the crew rushed to their tire stations. 
The captain directed the men to play 
the hose into the hold. 
As the first 


with the water from the hose burst 
into flames. 
The crew could not believe their 
eyes. The more water they poured on 
tile fire tile more intense grew the con­ 
flagration. 
Then suddenly two cases 
flew into the air. crashed against the 
overhead beams and spread out in 
sheets of fire, the smaller pieces drop­ 
ping hack only to bounce and dance 
about, hot l.»a I It* of flame, in the half 
swamped hold. 
Panic stricken, the crew dropped the 
hose lines and fled above decks. 
But 
the captain ordered the cargo flung 
into the sea and led his men lack into 
the hold. They succeeded In throwing 
several of the cases overboard. But as 
each case hit the waves It rebounded 
into the air, a flaming ball. 
The superstitious crew was rast be­ 
coming unmanageable, und tile captain 
saw that in any case he must abandon 
the ship. 
He ordered the crew to the 
bouts not one moment too soon, for as 
the bouts rowed away from the blaz­ 
ing hulk several loud explosions en mo 
from the hold.

The 
freighter 
broke in two und plunged out of sight. 
The origin of tile Are was. of course, 
in the sodium. 
Sodium is a peculiar 
metal, which oxydizes rapidly when 
water touches it and flames as soon as 
the water becomes warm. 
According 
to the chemist’s classification, it is the 
second member of the alkali group that 
Includes lithium, potassium, rubidium 
and caesium. 
All of these elements 
have the same characteristics as so­ 
dium in greater or less degree. 
The 
sodium should have been shipped iu 
hermetically sealed tin cans inclosed 
in wooden cases. 
But the rolling of 
the ship and the careless stowing of 
the cargo broke open some of these 
cases, and the sodium, which was not 
properly packed, was liberated.—Bos­ 
ton Herald.

I will give j 
a concrete illustration of how It works 
It does not depend upon eouipound 
interest, but upon the fact that, though 
the rate of yearly payment remains 
the same, the charge for Interest and 
administration Is constantly decreasing 
because they are computed on tile 
principal sum which Is constantly be­ 
ing repaid: therefore tile proportion 
which is applied toward ttie repayment 
of the principal is always increasing. 
For illustration, if the debt is $1.- 
000 tile debtor will pay $25.25 every 
six months. Of tile first payment, $20 
will go for Interest. $1.75 belongs to the 
bnnk. and $2.50 is applied to tile repay­ 
ment of tile principal. 
When tile debt 
Is half discharged, however, this dis­ 
tribution will be greatly changed. The 
borrower will pay $25.25. as usual. Of 
this amount only $10 will go for inter­ 
est. 88 cents will be retained by the 
bank, while $13.37 will be applied to 
the discharge of the principal. 
The 
final payment will be almost wholly to 
the payment of principal, as the first 
one went largely to the payment of 
interest 
In this way one-half of I 
per cent will repay the principal In 
fifty-four years, provided a constant 
payment is maintained on the prin­ 
cipal for interest during the entire 
period.—Representative Ralph W. Moss 
in World’s Work.

The last of these was Miss 
A Hee Roosevelt, the daughter of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, who was married to 
Representative Nicholas Longworth of 
Ohio on Feb. 17.

The wedding of M iss Alice Roose­ 
velt to the then Representative Nich­ 
olas Ix>ngworth of Ohio in 1906 Is of 
too recent date to need more than pass­ 
ing mention. 
It was the twelfth of 
the series and was by far the most 
brilliant ceremony ever held in the 
White House, with the single excep­ 
tion, perhaps, of that of President 
Cleveland and Miss Folsom. 
It took 
place in the east room, where the com­ 
ing nuptials of Miss Wilson and Mr. 
Sayre are to take place. 
Yet while Miss Jessie Wilson will 
have the distinction of being tile thir­
